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On 29 August /the inevspeper published a facsimile of a letter it had received 
from Vice-Admiral Sadik Altincan, Commander of Naval Forces, in which Altincan 
pointed out that the membership list had included the names of several naval 
officers, and requested certified copies of all documents proving such member- 
ship to be used in legal proceedings against those officers, since members or 
the armed forces were forbidden to Join such organizations without prior per- 
mission and since Investigations had Indicated that the officers had failed to 
obtain such permission. 

On 26 August, Buyuk Dogu published, in addition to the regular install- 
ment of its series, an open letter addressed to the Istanbul Public Prosecutor, 
demanding that the Turkish Masonic Society, including all centers, branches, 
end lodges, be closed immediately and its property seized and turned over to 
public institutions . The writer of the letter claimed that articles in the 
society's organ as well as the current Buyuk Dogu expose clearly proved that 
the existence and activities of the society violated provisions of the Law on 
Societies, and that the public prosecutor’s office therefore had no alterna- 
tive but to. take legal steps against the society. 
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
